Private  Detective;  the  sign  on  his  baby 
blues  said  we’re  in  trouble.  According 
to  Proverbs,  a  generous  person  will 
be  blessed,  so  I  offered  him  a  drink. 
When  he  declined,  I  knew  something 
was  seriously  wrong.  There’re  only 
two  things  that  can  cook  a  rabbi’s 
knish:  empty  pews  and  missing  dues, 
and  judging  by  the  attendance  last 
Shabbat,  someone  had  been  helping 
themselves  to  the  capital  campaign. 

My  suspicions  were  confirmed  when 
the  rabbi  sat  down  and  said,  “we 
have  an  Exodus  20:12  on  our  hands.” 
Missing  money.  This  wasn’t  going  to 
be  as  easy  as  the  case  of  the  missing 
Kiddush  (Beryl’s  office).  I  was  going  to 
need  reinforcements. 


I  grabbed  my  new  partner,  Cantor 
Brook  -  but  we  all  call  her  “The  River” 
-  and  started  talking  to  the  usual 
suspects.  Our  first  stop  was  Cantor 
Lissek.  She  was  one  tough  broad,  but  I 
wouldn’t  say  that  to  her  face  because  I 
like  my  nose  where  it  is.  She  was  also 
mysterious.  When  we  asked  her  if  she 
knew  anything  about  the  loot,  she  just 
said  “they  will  appear  on  March  11 . .  .” 
and  then  she  started  singing  some 
song  about  a  three-cornered  hat.  The 
dame  wasn’t  playing  with  a  full  deck, 


but  she  could  sing.  With  no  lead  other 
than  “March  11,”  The  River  and  I  had 
no  choice  but  to  wait  till  that  Saturday. 

When  the  night  arrived,  The  River 
and  I  staked  out  the  synagogue  and 
watched  for  suspicious  characters. 

The  joint  was  hopping  with  more 
Jews  than  a  Chinese  restaurant  on 
Christmas.  We  saw  two  of  NYC’s  most 
notorious  criminals  sneak  into  the 
building:  Azi  the  Throat  and  Babyface 
Zuckerman.  These  were  bad  guys,  the 
kind  of  criminals  who  could  make  you 
disappear  and  officiate  the  funeral. 

The  River  and  I  were  beginning  to 
realize  that  this  was  bigger  than  we 
thought  when  a  voice  boomed  behind 
us  “alright  youse  two,  inside  now.”  My 
heart  ran  and  hid  behind  my  stomach. 
It  was  none  other  than  Beryl  the  Boss; 
of  course  he  was  involved!  Nothing 
happens  in  this  city  without  Beryl’s 
approval.  The  three  crooks  led  us 
downstairs  and  showed  us  what  they 
had  done  with  the  funds.  The  whole 
congregation  was  there,  most  of  them 
wearing  costumes  to  confuse  the  fuzz. 
They  were  all  celebrating  a  crime  that 
was  thwarted  a  thousand  years  ago. 
Even  old  man  Cosgrove  was  there, 
laughing  away.  Apparently  the  heist 
was  a  hoax.  I  asked  him,  “what  do  you 
call  this  rub?”  He  answered,  “Purim.” 
So  we  poured  ’em  one,  then  we  poured 
’em  another.

Finding  Hidden 
Miracles 


The  burning  bush,  the  ten 

plagues,  the  crossing  of  the 
Red  Sea,  oil  lasting  for  eight 
days  -  these  are  just  some  of  the 
miracles  people  name  when  they 
think  of  Jewish 
miracles.  They 
are  big,  bold,  and 
clearly  miraculous. 
Sometimes, 
however,  it  is 
amazing  what 
hidden  miracles  we 
can  uncover  both 
in  daily  life  and  on 
Jewish  holidays.  This  is  the  case  with 
Purim.  Purim  presents  everyone  in  the 
PAS  community  an  opportunity  to  do 
what  we  do  all  the  time  in  YFE. 


What  is  the  miracle  of  Purim?  That 
Queen  Esther  saved  the  Jews!  The 
story  seems  to  be  a  tale  of  natural 
events  that  “just  happen”  to  play 
out  the  way  we  hope  they  will,  with 
the  help  of  Queen  Esther,  of  course. 
According  to  one  explanation,  it  is 
because  the  miracle  of  Purim  is  hid¬ 
den  or  disguised  in  the  mundane  that 
we  dress  up  in  costumes. 

Hidden  miracles  resonate  with  me 
because  there  are  so  many  miracles 
that  happen  every  day  that  we  over¬ 
look:  miracles  like  your  baby’s  first 
smile,  their  first  steps,  their  first 
crayon  drawing,  the  first  time  they 
sing  along  with  a  Shabbat  song.  These 
are  all  miracles  that  are  equally  big  to 
a  parent  as  the  miracle  of  the  splitting 
of  the  sea,  although  an  outsider  sees 
them  more  like  a  natural  progression 
of  events  -  just  like  the  miracle  in 
the  Purim  story.  It  is  entirely  about 
perspective.  How  do  we  view  an 
occurrence  and  what  weight  does  it 
hold  in  our  lives?  Purim  is  a  chance 
to  remember  that  what  seems  mun¬ 
dane  is  sometimes  miraculous.  It  is  a 


reminder  to  look  at  each  day  and  rec¬ 
ognize  what  is  miraculous  about  it. 

Recognizing  everyday  miracles  is 
one  of  the  reasons  YFE  is  special.  We 
welcome  families  at  what,  for  most, 
is  their  entry  into  synagogue  life  as 
adults  with  their  babies  and  toddlers. 
We  offer  programs  and  classes  that 
might  seem  small  or  mundane  to  an 
onlooker,  but  for  our  families  these 
are  opportunities  to  “do  Jewish”  with 
their  children  and  to  connect  to  PAS 
and  to  other  families  in  the  same 
stage  of  life  as  themselves.  YFE  sets 
families  up  with  a  community  within 
our  larger  community  and  starts  them 
out  on  their  journey  in  Jewish  family 
life.  Just  as  Esther’s  actions  allowed 
the  miracle  of  Purim  to  unfold,  the 
educators  in  YFE  encourage  parents  to 
turn  everyday  experiences  into  Jewish 
experiences  for  their  children. 

The  topsy-turvy  holiday  of  Purim  is 
also  a  chance  for  parents  to  reveal 
something  about  themselves  that  may 
be  hidden  from  day-to-day.  By  dress¬ 
ing  in  costume,  parents  can  show  their 
silly  side  or  disclose  what  they  once 
wished  they  would  be  when  they  grew 
up  -  a  firefighter,  an  astronaut,  or 
even  a  zookeeper.  And  the  kids  may 
find  that  miraculous!  Wishing  every¬ 
one  a  very  happy  Purim.

Fifty  Years  Ago  at  PAS  -  Dr.  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel 


Among  the  treasures  in  the 
Shapiro  Audio  Archive  is 
the  March  31, 1967,  Harold 
Starkman  Memorial  Lecture  by 
Dr.  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  on 
the  topic  “Who  Is  Man?”  One  of 
the  most  renowned  scholars  of 
his  generation,  Dr.  Heschel  was 
Professor  of  Jewish  Ethics  and 
Mysticism  at  JTS.  Philosopher, 
theologian,  prolific  author, 
and  humanitarian,  Heschel  is 
remembered  for  his  academic  and 
literary  accomplishments  as  well  as 
his  leadership  in  social  and  political 
movements.  In  his  remarks  at 
PAS,  Dr.  Heschel  observed,  “who 
is  a  man  is  not  only  a  question  but 
also  an  exclamation.  A  human  is 
more  than  a  concept  of  fact  -  it  is 
a  category  of  value  .  .  .  the  highest 
of  all  value  available  to  us.”  Who 
Is  Man?  in  addition  to  being 
Dr.  Heschel’s  topic  at  PAS,  was 
published  in  1965  as  a  collection  of 
lectures  that  Dr.  Heschel  delivered 
at  Stanford  University.

Dr.  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel 


Doctor  Heschel.  who  holds  the  chair 
of  Professor  of  Jewish  El  hies  and  Mysti¬ 
cism  at  J  hr  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
of  America,  is  actively  concerned  with 
contemporary  problems  and  is  today 
considered  an  authority  on  the  moral 
issues  of  the  nation.  His  topic  for  the 
March  31  service  will  be  “Who  Is 
Man 

A  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  Hassi- 
dic  rabbis.  Professor  Heschel.  who  was 
horn  in  Warsaw,  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation  in  Poland.  At  the  age  of  20,  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philos¬ 
ophy  from  the  University  of  Berlin.  His 
first  major  work,  Maimo aides,  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  German  in  1935  and  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Die  Prophetic.  These  books 
established  his  reputation  as  a  ranking 
scholar.  In  succession  to  the  late  Martin
